no insurance;

The losses will prob- 
abbly aggregate $160,000 to $200.000. 
The 
insurance is from $100,000 to $125,000. 
The fire destroyed the buildings in the 
north half of the block between C and D, 
Third and Fourth streets, in which space 
only one structure escaped. This was the 
brick engine-house. 
The Marysville W ater Works were fortu­ 
nately saved frimi the flumes, so that the 
pumps could be kept in operation, and by 
keeping up the supply in the city mains 
the fire was finally subdued about 4 o’clock. 
A t one. lime it was feared that the water 
supply would be stopped, and a widespread 
conflagration was apprehended. A score 
of families liv in g in the vicinity of the 
burned district made preparations to re­ 
move their effects.

tracted in the service. Some time ago 
Captain Mullet was stationed at Mobile, 
and after his return from that station he 
was examined by Dr. Godding, of St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital for the insane, Sur­ 
geon-General Hamilton, of the Marine Hos­ 
pital service, and Dr. M urpby, of Columbia 
Hospital, who found that he’ was suffering 
from acute melancholia, and recommended 
that he be placed in a quiet asylum. He 
impruved, however, during his stay at 
Washington, and as his family were averse 
to putting him in the asylum he was al­ 
lowed to go West to visit a brother, aud af­ 
terwards went to San Francisco to attend 
to some private business. 
His friends have 
feared for some time that his malady would 
end in suicide.

—The Post editorially alludes to Juntice 
Field's utterances concerning the proposi­ 
tion to divide California, and savs it is a 
curious fact that the larger a State is the 
less favor does the idea of division find. 
California, with its 158,360 square miles, is 
big enough to set up three such States as 
New York or Pennsylvania, but there 
seeniB little more probability of its ever 
forming more than one State than of New 
York or Pennsylvania being split in two. 
Texas, with 
its 265,180 squares miles, 
might, by the terms under which it was 
admitted to the Union, be divided into as 
m any as four new States, and for years the 
Republican politicians of the North pro­ 
fessed to dread that the Democrats of Texas 
would fry to exercise this power to in­ 
crease their strength in the Senate and the 
Electoral College. 
Perhaps the apprehension arose from the 
fact that in reconstruction days the Repub­ 
lican politicians of that State seriously can­ 
vassed this idea, and in the Convention of 
I860 gave their consent to the Slate’s divi­ 
sion into three States, believing that with 
the rebels disfranchised they could carry 
two of the three States certainly, and stand 
a chance of carrying the third. The trulh 
is, however, that no idea is less popular in 
Texas to-day than that of division, and 
with every year’s growth in population it is 
less and less talked of.

pears that a man was at the Geyser», So­ 
noma county, with small-pox unquestion­ 
ably defined. 
He was conveyed several 
miles lo Cloverdale, where the authorities 
dirts ted the man to be taken to the County 
Hospital at Santa Kosa, thirty-five miles 
distant, and he was actually bundled over 
rough roads in 
that 
condition, taken 
through populous towns, stopping in one 
for a time, carried along the streets of the 
city of Santa Rosa, and left in an office on 
a busines street a considerable time. W hen 
the physician, to whose office he had been 
conveyed, returned and discovered the con­ 
dition of the unfortunate man, be directed 
that he be sent to the pest-house. 
If the 
authorities at Cloverdale had chosen a 
method 
of 
spreading 
small-pox, 
they 
could 
not 
have h it 
upon 
a 
better 
plan 
than 
that 
employed 
in the case of this patient. 
If there is no 
Uw to punish the officials of Cloverdale 
for their criminal recklessness, society is 
indeed to be pitied in its helplessness 
against outrages of that order. 
Had there 
been a Health Officer at Cloverdale he 
would probably have isolated the case, 
provided a nurse, and thus have taken due 
precaution against the spread of the dis­ 
ease, for he would have had instruction 
from the State Board of H ealth how to act 
in such emergencies. B ut Cloverdale has 
no Health Officer. 
The State Board urged 
the Legislature last winter to enact a law 
requiring towns of fiOO population and over 
to organize Boards of H ealth, but the 
Houses were too busy wiring political 
schemes and advancing personal ambitions 
to dig the bill from beneath the lofty pile 
of dying measures and put it upon its pas­ 
sage. 
As a result, Cloverdale or any other 
town having no H ealth Board can cart its 
cases of contagious disease to its neigh­ 
bors, and thus expose the whole State to the 
danger of an epidemic.

the monster band, it remains that the fire 
men went away from San Francisco feel­ 
ing sore over the matter, and a good deal 
out of jacket on the concert side of the 
account.

A company of farmers, horticulturists,

BOW SMALL-POX IS SPREAD. 


A Host Flagrant and Inexcusable Case 
of Official Criminality. 
On Saturday Dr. Tyrrell, Secretary of the 
State Board of Health, was notified by Dr. 
H. C. Crowder, a member of the Board, 
that a case of small-pox had appeared in 
Santa Roea, coming from Cloverdale. Dr. 
Tyrrell immediately telegraphed to Santa 
Rosa and Cloverdale, advising measures to 
be promptly taken to quarantine the pa­ 
tient and disinfect the premises where he 
had been staying. 
Yesterday a letter was 
received from Dr. It. 1’. Smith, Jr., of Santa 
Rosa, giving particulars, which reveals the 
most criminal carelessness and stupidity 
on the part of the authorities at Cloverdale, 
which ought to insure tlieir severe punish­ 
m ent and deprivation of office. 
It seems that this man afflicted was stop­ 
ping in San Francisco at the Prescott 
House in ill health. On the 8th of Sep­ 
tem ber he left San Francisco for the Gey­ 
sers, Sonoma county. Four days after his 
arrival he complained of fever and pain in 
his head and back ; in two days more thfe 
eruption appeared. He was then conveyed 
in a carriage to Cloverdale, examined by a 
physician and the 
disease pronounced 


T h e Argentine Republic is about to 
eater upon a precarious scheme. Declaring 
cattle-raising to lie the chief industry of 
the country, and that it must be fostered 
by aiding exportation, the Government 
proposes a bounty on export beef per ton 
on ail tonnage in excess of twenty-five per 
shipper. 
A higher bounty—520—is to be 
paid for tons of frozen or preserved lieef, 
and a lesser bounty—$6—on frozen or pre­ 
served mutton, and $3 bounty per ton on 
horned cattle exported alive. 
The idea is 
that, by aid of bounties, the rate of A rgén-1 
tine beef abroad can be so rcduoed as to 
give it better standing in the market. 
'T his is a form of protection that has raised 
a breeze in the little Republic, and prom­ 
ises to develop as hot debate as ever char­ 
acterized a campaign in our own country. 
Practically, with no export duty, a sulisidy 
for a product that is not in competition 
with an import is precisely the same thing 
as an impost tq>on importation of a com­ 
modity that would, if admitted free, come 
into competition with a product of the 
country. 
W hat the Argentine Govern­ 
m ent is proposing to do, therefore, is 
nothing more than is done by a protective 
tariff. 
But the subsidy is excessive, aud 
we do not believe the levy of a direct tax 
to maintain it will be submitted to by the 
people. 
T hat form of protection is likely 
to make antagonism that the less direct 
method will not so readily invite.

When Dr. Smith returned he at 
once discovered the imture of the case, and 
had the man taken three miles away to the 
pest-house and there properly taken careof. 
Now here was a man broken out with 
Small-pox allowed to stay at the Gey -trs, a 
popular m altli resort, for four days! ming­ 
ling with the guests ; ttien taken to Clover­ 
dale, thence in a carriage through a popu­ 
lous county, and permitted to scatter ihe 
disease wherever lie stopped, and finally 
kept in a physician’s office f o r som etim e, 
exposing dozens of people to I lie infection 
while he sal. Can we blame I’rovidence, 
or would it excite any wonder, if small pox 
broke out through Sonoma county after 
Stich criminal proceedings as are here de­ 
tailed? W here ought the blame be placed 
for this horrible outrage upon the commun­ 
ity concerned ? Most certainly on the law­ 
makers of the State. 
At the last meeting of the Legislature the 
State Board of Health, through its Secre­ 
tary, most earnestly besought the adoption 
of a law making it compulsory on all 
towns of 500 inhabitants or over to estab­ 
lish and organize a local Board of Health, 
or the appointment of a Health Officer, 
who wonld beheld responsible for any such 
criminality as here depicted, but the legis­ 
lators ignored it, and the present case is 
one of the results. Disease is allowed to 
be sown broadcast over the land, and the 
innocent must suffer with the guilty. IIow 
1 >ng must we be imperiled by the ignoia *• e 
and culpability of town authorities before 
the average legislator will comprehend the 
true value of sanitary measures in the pre­ 
servation of life, and the necessity of adopt­ 
ing those safeguards which experience has 
demonstrated are most efficient for that 
purpose.

LOCAL WTELUGENCE. 


Board o í City T rustees. 
The Board met yesterday, all the mem­ 
bers present. 
A remonstrance against the construction 
of a sewer in the alley between 1* and Q, 
Eleventh and Twelfth streets, was read and 
filed. 
The following acceptance by E. K. Alsip 
and L. L. Lewis of the franchise granted 
them for a street railroad was presented 
and read: 
IVlicitEAS, The Board of Trustees of the city of 
Sacramento did, on the 6th day of September. 
1387, pass an ordinance, No. 233, entitled "A u 
ordinance granting to Edwin K. Alsip and L. L 
Lewis certain street railway privileges on and 
over certain streets herein named, and granting 
permission to propel ears upon tracks on such 
streets by wire ropes under the streets, and 
moved by stationary engines, and to propel cars 
ttieroon by electricity or electric process; and, 
whcrea«. we, the undersigned named therein as 
grantors, did before the Board of Trustees of said 
city, at the t'm c of the passage of said ordi­ 
nance, uccept the terms and conditions thereof; 
and. w hereas we desire to place our acceptance 
In writing, so that the same may be preserved 
as a record: 
Now we. Edwin K. Alsip and L. L. Lewis, do 
hereby consent >o and accept the terms and 
conditions in said ordinance expressed, and do 
hereby agree that we, our heirs and assigns, 
shall be bound by the same ; and we accept the 
franchise, rights aud privileges by said ordi­ 
nance granted. 
City Attorney Hart reported relative to 
the proposed free public market that the 
law of eminent domain can be legally 
exercised for the condemnation of the prop­ 
erty on the north side of Í street, from 
Third to Fifth, for the purpose. The Im ­ 
provement Association had submitted a 
draft of an ordinance covering the ground. 
Trustees Jones and Kvan thought it might 
save a good deal of trouble and possible 
law suits if the Board were to endeavor to 
induce the owners of the property desired 
to agree to sell without resort to the pro­ 
cess of condemnation under the law of em­ 
inent domain. Mayor Gregory thought so 
too. and the matter went over for a week. 
It the owners refuse to sell, the law will be 
tivoked, and a Board of Appraisers ap­ 
pointed to tix a value upon the property. 
Then, when the amount to be raised is de­ 
termined, the question of raising the ne­ 
cessary money will be decided by the qual- 
tied voters of the city at a special election. 
Contracts for the building of sewers in 
the alley N and 0, Eighth and Ninth, and 
M and Ñ, Ninth and Tenth, were awarded 
to W. C. Graff. 
James Touhey secured the contract for 
the improvement of the intersection of M 
aud Fifth streets. 
NVone appearing to nrge the remon­ 
strance against the improvement of K 
street, from Eleventh to Fourteenth, that 
work will be proceeded with. 
D eserting D eckhands. 
Sunday afternoon when the steamer 
Flora was passing through the draw of the 
bridge with her barge, en route for the 
upper Sacramento, two of her deckhands, 
who had evidently been having a jolly 
time in town and disliked the idea of 
breaking off so soon, divested themselves 
of all clothing except shirt and pants and 
jumped overboard. One of them sncceeded 
in half-diving and half-crawling beneath 
the bottom plank of the sheathing of the 
draw pier—which plank was only five or 
six inches above the surface—and then 
climbed up the pier timbers and reached 
the bridge, across which he came to the 
Sacramento shore, and was last seen mak­ 
ing his way down the levee. The other 
“ escape ’ was unable to get into the pier 
as his comrade had done and had to swim 
for the shallow water below the bridge. 
The Flora stopped and lowered a boat when 
the men went overboard, and its crew im­ 
mediately captured the swimaway. While 
they were rowing back to the steamer, the 
mate with his arm over the prisoner's 
shoulder, holding him down, the latter 
made a big jum p and thAy both went into 
the stream, where they iloundered about 
apouting water like young whales. In course 
of time they were assisted into the boat, 
and started for the Flora. Notwithstanding 
his cold bath, the mate seemed to be very 
" hot.'’ He was evidently a kindly dis­ 
posed individaul, however, for he was 
heard promising to give the deckhand 
something when they readied the steamer, 
hut the latter didn’t seem to be very jovouB 
over the prospect.

That tribunal sustained the judgment of 
the Court below, and Hawk will now have 
to pay the tine or suffer the alternative.

The Desert Crystal Salt Works are situ­ 
ated at W hite Plains Station, west of 
Humboldt lake. 
In boring an artesian 
well for 
the railroad company at the 
station, the

ten 
feet 
of 
wood 
at 
a 
depth 
of 
1,300 
feet 
below 
the 
present 
level 
of the 
valley. 
In 
sinking 
pits 
or 
wells, 
many 
fish, 
perfectly 
preserved, 
have been found it. the strata of rock salt 
cut through. 
The salt field occupies what 
was once the bottom of a large lake. 
The 
fish found are of the pike or pickerel spe­ 
cies, and from twelve to sixteen inches in 
length. 
No such fish are ne w seen in any 
f our Nevada lakes. 
The specimens are 
not petrified, but arc preserved in perfect 
form, fk*h and all, as though they had 
liecn frozen up in cakes of ice. 
The silt 
works are located near the center of a 
basin in which was once a lake thirty 
mile- long by notnc twelve to fifteen miles 
in width, and over 300 feet deep in places, 
¡us is shown by the ancient water-lines on 
the bordering hills. 
The fish found em­ 
bedded in the layers of rock stilt are doubt­ 
less thousands of years old. 
After being 
exposes! to the sun anil air for a day or 
two, they become a- hard tus wood. At the 
time Jason Baldwin, now watchman at the 
Obiston shaft, in this city, was superin­ 
tendent of the W hite Plains works, he 
found great numbers of these fish. 
In a 
pit eight feet square and about sixteen 
feet deep dozens of them were found, 
there being sometimes five or six- in a 
bunch. 
It was found that they could even 
be eaten, but they were not. very palatable, 
and it was necessary to soak them in fresh 
watt r for two or three days before attem pt­ 
ing to cook them.— Virginia (Nev.) Enter­

other irrational demands ; it will tend to 
bring about peace and friendship, an it is. 
in fact, a partnership between master and 
m an; wlien further problems rise iu the 
industrial world, as rise they most, it will 
enable us to confront them with far more 
confidence than we should have met them 
had we been standing upon the present 
inequitable and unsatisfactory basis of the 
puro wage system. 
The employer on the 
one side, and the trades unions on the 
other, will surely eomc in time to see that 
here is a more excellent wav thao the 
pre - nt way, which leads to perpetual con­ 
tention. 
( ora¡>et:t¡on will, of to u r , con­ 
tinue, but it will be a natural eotnpetit: n 
of establishment with establishment on 
horizontal lines of division, as Professor 
Jevons has said. 
The ¡ re- nt doctrine 
; is that the workingman’s interest* aro 
i linked to those of other workingmen, and 
the employer’s tu those of other ••roploycns. 
1 Eventually it will be seen that industrial 


divibions should be perpendicular, not hor­ 
izontal. The workingman’s interest should 
be bound up with those of his employer, 
and should be pitted in fair competition 
against those of other workingmen and 
employers.— Nieholeu P. Oilman, in the 
Forum for ,September.
